Lawrence (Kan.) letter m the Globe Demo- 
coat: Your dispatches from this city reeently 
contained a netice, as was supposed, of the 

! oldest woman in the county if not im the State, 
‘« Aunt Esther.” The statement that she was 
{the oldest woman in the city is erroneous. 
|The oldest in the city, and perbaps in the 
| State, is Millie Denton, living on Lyon strect. 
Her age is net eaactly known, but she will 
| antedate the age of Aunt Esther at least twenty 
| years, which makes her about 120 years of age. 
She was born a slave, near the village of Col- 
| shor, on the western shores of Maryland, and 
when bat three years old was taken to what 
| was then called ‘* The territory south of the 
‘Ohio Kiver.” Ninety years ago, when the 
‘State of Tennessee was admitted into the 
| Union, sie was an inhabitant of that State, 
' with a large family of children, nome of whom 
lare living at the present time, and but one 
| grandchili, go years of age, with whom she 
\now lives, whose name Is Lizzie Corporal 
She then telonged to the Denton family, 
members of which figured largely in the poli. 
‘tical affairs of Tenuessee in its early history 
' and from whom she derives her name.‘ The 
| Denton family removed with slaves to Arkan- 
| sas 50 years before it was a state. Here the 
‘family separated, and a number of years later 
she lust her husband, and with the rempant ot 
ithe family they found their way north to 
Springheld, Mo., where they accumulated 
Is yme property, which, it seems, was in the 
possession of the Hon. John 5. Phelps, the 
| governor and congressinan of Missourt Here 
the light of freedom = hrst dawned upon the 
lremnant of the family, consisting of the subject 
of this sketch and an only son who died several 
yuars ago. Although slaves, as they were, 
they virtually were free several years befure, 
las they were unable to work. 

Gov. Vhelps, it appears, payed her pas-age 
to this city about 12 years ago, ‘* Aunt 
Millie,’ as she is familiarly known on the 
j orth side, can walk a mile each day if necess- 
jary. The ‘‘dark day,” which occured the
